Terry's division was essigned the post of honor for the 
day, It belog formed on a line at rigbt angles with our 
mala jin, ttretebIng aloog parallel with the New Markot 
Toad, aboot Gre hundred yards north of that thorough 
fare.

At ten o'clock they comimenocd thelr movement, and 
at the same momont our formidable array of artillery 
opened upon tham,enfladig them moro and moro par.

The rout of the enemy was complete, go much go that 
thelr officera were utterly unable to rally them for o 
socoud charge, thus admitting tbo day to bo ours. Thoy 
went back, leaving many of tusir dead and a number of 
tholr wounded fo our banda

‘Toe result of the.sttack oo our part was (bo loss to the 
infantry of about one bundred mea In Killed and woundea, 
mostly from AbboW's brigeds, The rebols suffered vary 
beavily, The grouad is yot sjrowo with thelr dead, 
whilo oombers of bodies are known (o bave been taken 
back by them, and some were buried on the flokd. 
A laay, residing abogt a mile in rear of thelr 
point of attack, aaya that at ooo time bor folds 
wero covored mith thelr wounded, brought back 
ca stretchers. We cvald syo thow fall at every discharge 
of oar artillery, whilo by the muskotry fire to whicb-they 
exposed thomselves they must havo joat oot less tban 
ovo thousand men in killed and wounded. Benides this 
wo captured about two hundred and fifty prisouers. 

RADEL ORVEDAL ORBOO KILLED. 

Among thelr slain was Brigadier Gonsral Gregg, cor 
mandiog a brigade of Fiold’s division, His body waa 
taken back by tha rebola Wo havo rumors of another 
goueral officor bslng Killed, Dut It ts by oo means 
cortain. They lost a number of field olcers, froin 
‘colonels down, leaylog some of the bodies oo tue eld.

Our batteries wero terrible’ sulurers, Toelr horses 
wero killed vrithout stjat, and tho lomsea of men with 
them by no meacaismall, Battery E, of the Third Uattod 
Sites artillery, lost three men killed and nine wounded, 
and fourteca horses killed. Battery D, of tho First 
Uplted States, lost coe killed nod four woypded, 
and (eo horses killed. The Fith Now Jersey bat- 
tery lost six horses, Battery ©, of tho Taira 
Rhode Island, roport four meo~ wounded and 
five horses Killed. Sach heavy losses to artillery aro sal- 
dom known, and attost tha vigorous ebaracter of tbe

Engtgnd, as the London Zimes spealts for 
hor, is disposed to warn Canada of tho poas!- 
bilities and dangers ofa future war with the 
United States, Her argument is that if tho 
United States shall bo irritated by English in- 
solence and Injury past all endurance she may, 
by and by, when the present war is dons 
with, strike out in a new one and strike at that 
province; and the province is accordingly told 
on all oooasfons that in such a case it must 
manage its owa defence. Canada must fight 
her way through the trouble that England may 
bring upon her, and England can give hor no 
assistance, Alas! for the good eld days whon 
Louis Quinge sald that England “paid for all 
and fought for all.” ‘Those days are gone by, 
and that England is dead and buried undor the 
taxes. England no longer fights for all, and 
acknowledges that she cannot evan fight for her 
own depenfenoles. Canada is referred to the 
Crimean campaign as the measure of England’s 
résources—a oampalgn in which England's 
weakness wos disgracofally provea—and the 
Times rounds the whole story by the deolara- 
tion that Eogland cannot supply men for the 
wear and toar of @ single great battle con: 
ducted on Goneral Grant's principles. 

England has given even later ovidence of her 
fmpotenos asa military power than the cam- 
paign in the Crimoa. Sbe has shown us 
how absurdly little would ba her powor 
for wart on this sido the Atlantic. Hor 
game was all bluster whon trouble was threat- 
ened over tho affuir of the Tront, and then, by 
way of a scasonablo zhow of what might como 
if negotiations would not do, England roin- 
forced her troopa in Canada. At great expenao, 
and by great effort, she managed to send out 
a force of ten thousand mon, She seat ten 
thousand men to hold ber frontier against a 
power that loses twice that many men in @ 
single battle, and hardly feels it, But England 
waa, algo to be defended by voluntecrs. 
Great efforts wore made to excite the English 
on this subject—to get those cold Jobn Bulls 
onthusiastio, and to have the whole mnss of 
the male population fall into lino aa the Royal 
Rifles. But it wonldo’t do, England couldn't 
be brongbt out to any such tune, andthe whole 
enrolment amounted only to one hundred and 
forty thousand mea, England only bad that 
mapy mon willing to aay that they would fight, 
and whether even that aumber would come to 
tho scratch for actual service is a very doubtful 
matter. 

Let England and Canada compare tha force 
thus shown with the foro that we now have in 
actaal sorvios, or with the force that it is now 
proven that these States possess. Fanoy Bog- 
Jand’s little pipe-clayod bagatelle of an thou- 
sand men (aca to face with tho army under 
Grant, fought ‘on Grant's principlea;"’ or with 
the army under Shorman, fought oo Grant’a 
prinoiplea. or Shorman’a vither. Roiember, 
also, that these armies woul\l be ceinforcad by 
a columo from the Shanandoah vailey—by the 
force that besieges Cbarieston and she force 
that besieges Mobile—by the garrison st Hil- 
‘ton Hosd<by the force tbat bolds New 
Orleans —by the troops in Misaonri. and the 
numberleas amall forces scattered up aad dowo 
the Mississippi river—and tha: the power thus 
arragad would be a power compoxail of aoa- 
soned voteran troops. As for England's ono 
hundred and forty thousand volunteers, and 
Cansda’s éntire fightiug population, they 
‘would porbaps be a good effioicat foros 
after balf of them bad died in camp or 
‘been killed {n battle; bat tet them be counted 
af their fall number—whst does that amount 
New York State alon= bay actually sent 
inte the deld three hundred thousand men, and 
Ponnsylvania nearly aa many. We need go no 
further to show how utterly contamptible is the 
military power of England and ber province 
as compared with ours; and a3 Englaod con- 
tinually points this lesson for Canada, wo may 
suggest tbe propriety of her taking it moro 
directly to herself.
